the Chimerical Head of Lewis XIV. and fir'd 
His ambitious Mind with Hopes of being One 
Day Univerfal Monarch ; fince by the Union 
of ihe 0 Dominions, he ſhould accumu- 
late to himſelf ſo great an Addition of Riches 
and Strength, as would enable him to execute 
any Projects to that Purpoſe. 
Succeſs in the Enterprizes of Incroaching 
Princes, as in thoſe of mean and daring Vil 
lains, gives freſh Vigor to new Attempts: This, 
certainly, was One Motive to the bold 705 
nity he offer d to the Perſon, Crown and King- 
doms of our Glorious Deliverer King William 


III. by Owning, and Setting up a Pretender 


for King of England, &c. This rais d the Re- 


ſentments of that Injured Prince, and ſo ex- 


afperated his faithful and loyal People, that 
they addreſs'd him from all Parts of his Do- 
minions to enter into ſuch Alliances, and to 
take ſuch Meafures, as He, in his Wiſdom, 
ſhould fee fit for the Safety of his Kingdoms, 
the further Security of the Proteſtant Religion * 
and Succeſſion, and the Preſervation of the Li- | 
herties o Europe. 
Whereupon this good Prince, as a true Fa- 
ther of his People, immediately apply'd him- 
ſelf to form ſuch a Confederacy, make ſuch *' 
Alliances, and concert ſuch Meaſures as might 


be moſt effedtual on ſuch an emergent Occa- 
fon; 
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* fion; but during theſe Tranſactions, it pleaſed 
God, (to the great Grief of his faithful Sub- 
jects ) to take Him hence ; and as a Reward 
of his Generous Concern for, and Love to the

tnal Means towards ending the War, and 
reducing them to a Condition too low for 
giving freſh Diſturbance to Europe, the 


Duke of Marlborough took juſt Meaſures ; 


but, however unaccountable it may appear 
to Poſterity, that General was not permitted 


to enjoy the Fruits of his Glorious Labour; 


but as France changed her Generals for Want 
of Succeſs in their Conduct, ſo Britain chan- 

es hers after an uninterrupted Series of Con- 
queſt. The Minds of the People, againſt all 
common Senſe, are debauch'd with Impreſ- 
ſions of the Duke's Aﬀectation of prolonging 
the War for his own Glory; and his Ene- 
mies attack a Reputation, which could not 
well be impaired without ſullying the Glory 
of Great Britain itſelf. ----- He is diſmiſe'd, 
and ſoon after a Suſpenſion of Arms between 
Great Britain and France 1s proclaimed at 
the Head of the Armies. The Britiſb, in the 
Midſt of the Enemies Gariſons, withdraw 
themſelves from their Confederates. The 
French now no longer having the Britons, or 
their great Leader to fear, affect no more 
ſtrong Garriſons, and fortified Camps; but 


attack, and rout the Earl of Albemarle at 


D:nain, and neceſiitate the brave Prince Eu- 
gene to abandon Langrecy ; a Place of ſuch 
Importance, that it gave Entrance into the 
Heart of France; of which the French King 
was ſo ſenſible, that before he was recover d 
of his Fright, he acknowledged, He, in @ 
manner, owed his Crown to the Suſpen en of 
Arms between him and Great Britain, The 
H 2 : Ea 
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Suſpenſion is follow'd by a T reaty of Peace 
at Utretch. The Peace is concluded between 
Great Britain and France; and between 
France and the States General. The Em- 
peror, and the Empire continue the War. 
I ſhall not preſume to enter into an Exami- 
nation of the Articles of Peace between Us 
and France; but there can be no Crime in 
affirming (if it be a Truth) that the Houſe 
of Bourbon is at this Juncture become more 
formidable, and bids fairer for an Univerſal 
Monarchy, and to engroſs the whole Trade 
of Europe, than it did before the War. 

All the World knows with what Frank- 
neſs the Dutch have been treated to deliver 
up Traerbach to the Imperialiſis, as an Ex- 
pedient for the French to beſiege it; becauſe, 
forſooth, it lay convenient for their Incur- 
ſions upon the Empire. This extravant De- 
mand muſt give a melancholy Proſpect to 
other Nations. 

The moſt important Article between France 
and England is the Demolition of Dunkirk, 
which they have begun Comemptuonſly and 
Arbitrarily, their own Way: The Mole and 
Harbour, which only are Jreadful to us, are 


yet untouched, and juſt Suſpicions given that 


they ever will be. 
Landau and Friburg are taken; and in 
Caſe there is no intermediate Peace, which 

may fill be more immediately fatal to us, Two 
hundred thouſand French may be ready in 
the Spring to invade the Empire, and reſtore 
the Duke of Bavaria to his forfeited Do- 
minions. - Theſe 
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© Theſe Incidents happen, when the Capi- 


tal of Auſtria, the Refidence of his Imperial 
Majeſty, is viſited with the Plague. The 
Male Line of that Houſe is likely to termi- 
nate in himſelf; and ſhould it pleaſe God to 
take him off, and no King of the Romans 
choſen, a Prince of the Houſe of Bourbon 
would probably bid fair for the Imperial Dig- 
nity ; after which Day farewel Liberty, Eu- 


rope would be French. 


But the Scene is not yet cloſed. Portugal, 
which during the War ſupplied to us the 
Place of Spain, by ſending us vaſt Quantities 
of Gold in Exchange for our Woolen Ma- 
nufactures, has only at preſent a Suſpenſion 
of Arms for its Protection, which Suſpenſion 
may poſſibly laſt no longer than till the Ca- 
falonians are reduced; and who knows but 
the old Pretenſions of Spain to Portugal may 
be then revived. I mention the Catalomans 
but who can name the Catalonians without 
a Tear! Brave, Unhappy People! drawn in- 
to the War by the Enconragement of the 
Maritime Powers, from which only a Nation 
encompals'd by Land by France and Spain, 
could hope for Relief and Protection, now 
abandon'd, and expos'd to the Reſentments 


of an enraged Prince, whoſe Perſon and In- 


tereſt they have always oppos'd ; and yet 
{till fo fond of their Ancient Liberties, that 
tho' hemm'd up in a Nook of Land by the 
Forces of two Crowns, and cloſely beſieged 
in Barcelona, they chooſe rather, like their 
Country-men, the famous Saguntines of Old, 
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to periſh with their Wives and Children, than 


live in Slavery. Did the French King, with 
a Conquering Sword in his Hand, ever aban- 
don the leaſt, and moſt inconſiderable of his 
Allies? No. When theſe very Catalomans 


had aſſiſted him againſt the King of Hain, 


he did not give up his Power of Treating, 
till he had made the moſt honourable Con- 
ditions for them; not a ſingle Man amongſt 
them was then hurt, either in his Perſon, or 
Priviledges : But now ------- Poor unhappy 
Gatalomans, worthy of a better Fate ! Good 
and Gracious God ! to whom ſhall be attri- 
bated the Loſs of this brave People ! Dread- 
fal the Doom of thoſe, who ſhall in thy 
Sight be eſteemed their Deſtroyers! ” 

This Excellent Author having given us this 


Proſpect of Affairs Abroad, and being deeply 


affected with the then Miniſterial Manage-

Under theſe 
Peoples Adminiſtration the Church was ſafe, 
it ſeems, and we were no further alarm'd 
with any Apprehenſions of its Danger; the 
Cry, and their Fears ended together. Strange 
Fortune]! That the Church ſhould” be only 
ſafe in the Hands of thoſe Men, who had 
brought the State to the very Brink of Ruin! 


Tothis vile Miniſtry, we may ins attribute

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that e, with all its ige bloody: and 
curſed Effects, had it ſucceeded; the Death of 
King GEORGE, and the Peſtruction of His 
Royal Family, muſt have been the woful Con- 
ſequences: But bleſſed be God, His Majeſty's 
Forces were victorious, . and their whole Army 
were taken Priſoners, and put to Flight; ex- 
' cept ſome, few who had the Luck to eſcape : 
Thus ended a Rebellion, as fooliſh as wicked, 
inaſmuch as it was againſt a Prince, who had a 
Legal, and Divine Right, not a fictitious, and 
ſuſpicious One; and Both Houſes of Parliament 
to aſſiſt, and ſupport Him, and His Royal Po- 
Kerity in it. And to the King's great Mercy 
it was owing, that ſo few of the Rebellious ſuf- 
fer'd Death, eſpecially of thoſe who rebell'd a- 
gainſt Principle; but had the Vanquiſh'd been 
the Conquerors, it is not to be doubted, but a 
Weſtern Martyrology, or a French Maſſacre had 
been the diſmal Conſequence of their Succeſs. 
1 Things ſhould be thus, is not to be 
wonder'd at; For indeed, all the Circumſtan- 
ces of the Cabal's Conduct, in getting the Great 
Duke of Marlborough diſcarded, and diſgrac'd ; 
and their ſecret Management in the Affairs of 
the Peace at Utretch, under a Pretence of car- 
rying on a private advantagious Negotiation for 
Great Britain; together with their Connivance 
at, if not Encouragement of the Publication of 
all treaſonable Books, and Pamphlets, arraign- 
ing. the late Qeen's Title to the Crown ; and 
ſuch others as reflected on the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſion in the IIluſtrious Houſe now reigning ; 
as alſo on the Emperor, the States General, 9 5 
| other 
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other Powers in the Grand Alliance; ſeem very 
plainly to demonſtrate, that Dividing the Allies, 
Deteating this Succeſſion, Giving up the King- 
dom, or Inviting an Invaſion, or Spiriting up 
a Rebellion, in Favour of the Pretender, were 
their real Deſigns and Intentions. 

However, Ihe Peace was concluded, and 
the Game, they thought ſecure, and they puſh- 
ing on their yet unfiniſh'd Deſigns; when to 
their great Horror and Amazement the Queen's 
ſadden,. and ſurprizing Death, gave a Damp 
to their further Deſigns. 

I be Acceſſieon of King George, and their Dif- 
appointments, gave them no ſmall Uneaſineſs; 
eſpecially as their ſecret Tranſactions might be 
brought to Light, and themſelves have a dur 
Reward. And tho' they had taken all poſſible 
Care of their own Perſons, and left the Honour 
of the Sovereign expos'd, by conveying nay 
many of the Books, and Papers, relating totheir 
vile Management; yet even in thofe which they 
did not think fit to ſuppreſs, there are ſufficient 
Footſteps for the Diſcovery of ſuch Matters, 
as contain'd in them the higheſt Baſeneſs and 
Treachery, both to their Sovereign and Coun- 
try. And whoever ( either to ſatisfy his Cu- 
rioſity, or do them Juſtice) will read that va- 
luable Book, Intitled The Report of the Secret 
Committee ( Publiſh d by Order of the Houſe 'sf 
Commons in 1715.) may there find convincing 

Proofs of their Capacity, and Readineſs to ſerve 
the Enemy, and ruin their Country. | 
What but baſe Corruption could induce Men 
to come into a Treaty of Peace, ſo directly op- 
po ſite 
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poſite to the Senſe, aud Sentiments of our Prin- 
ces and Parliaments ſo ofen declar'd; a Peace, 

which carry'd in it the plain Characteriſticks of 
a falſe, deluſory, and treacherous One. . Such 
à Peace (as the Excellent Biſhop Burnet h:d 
warn'd againſt) that may lay us open to New 
Wars, and may involve us in New Dangers. 
It was ever the Glory, and Happineſs of Great 
Britain never to enter into a War, but upon juſt, 
and reaſonable Grounds: And never was a War 
more juſt than the laſt, nor the Succeſs of it more 
glorious, and ſurprizing : Never was offer d a 
fairer Opportunity for the Security of the Li- 
berties of Europe, and never was One ſo fooliſhly, 
and wickedly loſt, by a Miniſtry fo baſe, fo cor- 
rupted, ſo deceitful, and ſo treacherous. 
Who cannot without Horror, and deep Re- 
ſentment, reflect on thoſe Men, and their vile 
Tranſactions, who gave up to the Enemy the 
Prize, for. which ſo many Millions of Blood 
and Treaſure had been expended; and which,

and out of the publick Treaſure ſend him a 
Pair of Shoes and a Staff, that he may not want 
a Support to forward his Baniſument. 

So valuable is a Sta, that the Knowledge of 
its Uſe rais'd a wandring Foundling to a Crown.
